Colonel Roosevelt had spoken but a 
few words bcfore he began to inter- 
polate new matter in his prepared ad- 
dress 

“We want to say to those who vaunt 
ther conservatism,” he saoid, “that we 
are the real conservatives.” 

The delegates sat in somewhat 
amazed silence as the colonel paused. 
The situation was relieved and there 
was a great cheer as he added: 

“For the only wise conservative is 
the wise progressive.” 

He paid a tribute to civil war veter- 
ans. “It was of rea] significance,” he 
“that this convention should have 
been opened by the drums and fifes of 
the men who in their youth dared ev- 
erything for the great. principle of 
for a worthy cause. And 
beside the men of blue stood the men 
of gray.” 

Roosevelt on the Negro. 

Colonel Roosevelt was interrupted 
by a delegate asking, “How about the 
negro question?” 

There was an instant uproar, quelled 
by the colonel, when he sald no one 
could ask him a question he 
afraid of. “lI have never done anything 
I am afraid to be questioned about.” 

Colonel] Roosevelt said it was with 
regret that he must say the character 
of a great majority of the negro dele- 
gates from the south in republican 
conventions in the past was such as to 
reflect discredit not alone upon the 
but upon the race itself. 

Colonel Roosevelt added that there 
were more negro delegates from re- 
publican states in the progressive con- 
vention than in anv national political 
convention in the history of the coun- 
try. 

Colone}] Roosevelt departed most fre- 
quently from his manuscript when dis- 
cussing the-judiciary. He spoke of tie 
recall of the “incompetent” judge, and 
said he used the adjective “in its polit: 
and general sense.” 

“I'm not attacking the judges.” he 
added. “I am upholding the hands of 
the honest judge.” 

The delegates cheered for several 
minute. when Colonel Roosevelt de- 
elared that insteaq of advocating so- 
clalism or anarchy he really was urZg- 
ing “a corrective to socialisrit? and an 
antidote to anarchy.” 

After talking an hour and a quarter 
Colonel Roosevelt started to quit. He 
had omitted about one-half of the pre- 
pared speech and some one pointed out 
that he had forgotten to discuss the 
tariff. 

‘That's so,” he exclaimed. “wee 3 
don’t want to take up the time of the 
convention. Copies of the complete 
speech will distributed.” 

“Go on! to on’ shouted the dele- 
gates and the colonel went back to his 
speech. 

“Tl am for a protective tariff,” he 
said. and a cheer interrupted him. His 
tariff views, particularly his indorse- 
ment of the tariff commission scheme, 
were applauded. 

“I would disregard any tariff prom- 
ises made by the republican national 
convention.” said the colonel, “for I 
do not regard a homily on. honesty 
by a detected pickpocket as an au- 
thority.” 

Why Negroes Are Barred, 

Then the colone] shouted: 

“TIT hear over there (in the Penn- 
svyivania delegation) a query about the 
negro question. There has been dis- 
tributed here a letter of mine to Julian 
Harris which I wrote three or four 
days ago. In that I set forth my 
views and the reasons back of my 
views. But I can give you by example 
just what I mean. I think the Ameri. 
can people are good people to lead 
and poor people to drive. In republic- 
an national conventions hitherto there 
has been a large representation of col- 
ored men, all from non-republican 
states. The virtue of the republicans 
of the southern states trying to make 
the democratic states ove good I could 
not see. 

“The colored delegates all came 
from states that never cast a republic-

“I regret to say that every man who 
has ever been to a national conven- 
tion knows that the colored delegates’ 
to those conventions were of a char- 
acter not only reflecting discredit on 
the republican party, but upon their 
own race.” 

Colonel Roosevelt said that the 
northern negro delegates were sent 
to the convention “because they had 
won the respect of their communi- 
ties.” He sald that it was useless to 
try to force the southern states to 
recognize the negro. 

“Let us take the same attitude to- 
ward the negro in the south that we 
do in the north and then ultimately 
we will have the coloreq man recog- 
nized in the south asp he is in cine 
north 

“We are standing against the plu- 
tocracy of the republicans. 

“We are beginning where all chari- 
ty must begin,-at home. We are set- 
ting a standard for the southern states 
to which we can hope that our coloreg 
brethren will themselves come up, @ 
Standard that exists today in West 
Virginia and Maryland. 

“The easy thing for me to have done 
in this matter, if | had only my Own 
political profit in mind, would have 
been to repeat the blunders of the re- 
publican party. Th might have 
helped me. But I wvuu have been in- 
sincere and I would have been accept- 
ing the veny thing that*wrought dis- 
aster in the republican party.”
